The  vast  extent  of  the  solar  sys^ 
tern  is  but  vaguely  to  be  conceived 
from  the  ordinary  mode  of  stating 
It  in  millions  of  miles.  To  demon- 
strate it  in  a  more  striking  and  im- 
pressive manner,  a  continental  as- 
tronomer has  proposed,  or  rather 
renewed  the  proposal,  that  the  com- 
puted distances  of  the  planets  be 
measured  by  comparison  with  the 
velocity  of  a  canm-n  ball,  rated  at 
1  ^  German  mile  per  minute.  With 
this  velocity,  a  cannon  ball  fired 
from  the  sun,  would  reach  the  plan- 
et Mercury  in  9  years  and  6  months; 
Venus  in  18  years;  the  earth  in  25 
years,  Mars  in  BS;  Jupiter  in  130; 
Saturn  in  238;  and  Uranus  (Her- 
schel)  in  479  years.  With  the  same 
velocity  a  shut  would  reach  tlie 
moon  from  the  earth  in  23  days- 
little  more  than  three  weeks.

ORIGIN  OF  NEWSPAPERS. 

I  After  the  defeat  of  the  Spanish  Armada  intended  by 
Philip  II.  of  Spain  for  the  invasion  of  England,  great  in- 
terest being  excited  in  every  class,  which  gave  rise  to  a 
'ery  important  invention — that  of  Newspapers. — Pre- 
ious  to  this  period,  all  articles  of  intelligence  had  been 
irculated  in  manuscript,  and  ?^!1  the  political  remarks 
vhich  the  government  found  itself  interested  in  addres- 
iog  the  people,  had  issued  in  the  shape  of  pamphlets, 
^ut  the  peculiar  convenience  at  such  a  juncture,  of  uni- 
ing  these  two  objects,  in  a  periodical  publication,  becom- 
ng  obvious  to  the  ministry,  there  appeared  sometime  in 
he  month  of  April,  1588,  the  first  number  of  the  Eng- 
ish  Mercury,  a  paper  resembling  the  present  English 
jazette,  which  must  have  come  out  almost  daily,  since 
^0.  50,  the  earliest  specimen  of  the  work  now  extant, 
s  dated  July  2Sd  of  the  same  year.  This  interesting 
irticle  is  preserved  in  the  British  Museum. 

By  this  statement  it  appears  that  it  is  now  244  years 
ince  the  first  newspaper  was  published  in  England. — 
Ihis  was  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth.
